1930s, called for registration of 
weapons that gangsters com* 
monly use. 


"It will metn there are going 


to be fewer cases susceptible to 
successful prosecution," the of- 
ficial said. Before the ruling it 
was relatively simple to convict 
an Individual simply of possess- 
ing an unregistered sawed-off 
shotgun. Now, a conviction will 
be obtained only If It can be 
proven that taxes have not been 
paid either before the weapon 
was made or when it was trans- 
ferred.

for simply possession of an un- 
registered weapon frequently 
were obtained when local police 
arrested habitual criminals on 
minor charges. The additional 
federal charge— which carries ft 
maximum penalty of five years 
in jail and a $2,000 fine— also 
was often pressed.

To find out, they halted 
the car for "passing on a curve"—

fectly legal. 


As it turned out, the police did 


indeed find lottery tickets in the car. 
Nevertheless, this evidence was 
held inadmissible in court, because 
there was no valid basis for the 
arrest in the first place. 


Nor is the search lawful, even 


when there really was a traffic vio- 
lation, if the search has no logical 
relation to the violation. Thus, 
police who stopped a motorist for 
making an improper U-turn were 
held not justified in searching the 
car for narcotics. 


On the other hand, police who 


stopped a motorist for drunk driv- 
ing were held justified in looking 
for whiskey. Their discovery of a 
bottle of gin, half empty, helped 
afterward to convict the motorist 
of driving while intoxicated. 


Furthermore, the search is law- 


ful if, after the car is slopped, 
police observe some telltale sign

hostages—"I'll shoot them one 
at a limo if I have to"—-a frus- 
trated bandit led officers on an 
all-day, 250-mile chase Monday, 
then surrendered to a captive 
police sergeant when his com- 
mandeered hospital van ran out 
of gasoline. 


Daniel Williams, 26, of Den- 


ver, was jailed for Investigation 
of armed 
robbery, kidnaping 


and assault with a deadly weap- 
on. His roommate, Louis Maple, 
23, was arrested at the scene of 
a bungled northeast Denver su- 
permarket holdup that launched 
the drama. He was held for 
investigation of .armed robbery. 


Store employes were getting 


ready to open when the two gun- 
men slipped in behind a deliv- 
ery man. They ordered every- 
one into the basement but one 
employe slipped away and sig- 
naled their predicament to two 
passing girls who notified po- 
licemen. 


One gunman got the drop on 


Denver, police „Sgt., Lawrence P. 
Morahan and fb reed'the officer 
to drive him away along with 
three other men in a police 
cruiser. Twice during the subse- 
quent 
chase 
the 
gunman 


switched vehicles, ending up in 
the hospital van. 


By the timo the gunman and 


his captive band made their 
winding seven-hour tour of the 
eastern Colorado plains, two of 
the hostages had been wounded, 
three had been released and the 
rest of the party was within four 
miles of the supermarket where 
it all started. 


Neither of the two shooting 


victims was injured seriously. 
One was released shortly after 
the shooting and taken by hell- 
copter to a hospital. The other 
was among the four persons still 
in the van when Williams sur- 
rendered. 


In the end, it appeared to be 


the constant pleading for sur- 
render by Sgt, Morahan, a 46- 
year-old father of eight, and 
pursuing officers' strategy of 
waiting it out that brought the 
ordeal to a halt, 


"He kept on him all the way 


down to give up," said Andy An- 
derson, 29, the market's meat 
department manager, who suf- 
fered a slight leg wound. 


Finally, that's how it hap- 


pened. 


"We ran out of gas," said 


Morahan, 
a 
20-year 
veteran 


with the police force, "I was 
hoping we would run out sooner. 
I didn't want to get into a popu- 
lated area." 


More than 60 carloads of po» 


lice, held at bay by the man's 
repeated threats to shoot his 
hostages, waited momentarily, 


"He told me to tell the offi- 


cers to stand back," Morahan 
said, "And he stopped momen* 
tarily and then he says, 'tell 'em 
to come here' and he touched 
my 
shoulder 
and 
I 
looked 


around and he turned the guns 
over to nu-," 


The man had been armed 


with a .45-caliber pistol and 
Morahan1 s .38-caljber 
service 


revolver.
